Instead of having, as we now have, 
a great many iron and steel companies, 
would we not then have two iron and 
steel companies, or possibly only one? 

If these things should come about, 
who will be benefited? Certainly not 
the consumers of the country. 

The South has a very vital interest 
in this matter. Its iron and steel in- 
terests are practically in their infancy. 
They need capital and broad develop- 
ment in order to put them on as rela- 
tively a favorabie basis as the iron and 
steel concerns of the East and the West. 
This section beats the world on re- 
sources, but it has not yet the developed 
business. Moreover, free trade or a 
lowering of the tariff on iron and steel 
might in another way more seriously 
injure the South than the East or the 
West. The hundreds of steamers that 
take cotton out of Southern ports come 
in ballast. They therefore, 
gladly bring iron and steel products at 
a nominal freight in preference to 
actually paying for the ballast which 
they bring. This would give to the iron 
and steel interests of the South a com- 
petition from which Western iron and 
steel people would be entirely free and 
from which Eastern people would be 
largely free, since steamers coming to 


would, 


Eastern ports do not to the same extent 
bring ballast as those going to South- 
ern ports. If Mr. Carnegie, or those 
who may be taking his view upon the 
tariff, desire to injure the South, they 
could not do so more forcibly than to 
secure the lowering of the tariff on iron 
and steel products.

SHORT-CUT JOURNALISM. 

Some of our Southern contemporaries 
have been made the victims of a con- 
temptible trick in journalism, hung 
upon the recent “Southern Commercial 
Congress” in Washington. It is so con- 
temptible that the MANUFACTURERS’ 
Recorp is brought to mention it only 
for the protection of its property.

“Southern Commercial 
statistical summary of Southern prog- 
ress on divers lines which had been 
published in 40 or 50 daily newspapers 
in the South at least a week, and in 
some cases 10 days, before the “South- 
ern Commercial Congress” came into 
being. The statistics, which had al- 
ready been given a publicity immeas- 
urably beyond the limits of publicity 
for anything that the congress could 
give, are now in their trick form 
likely to be given wider publicity than 
anything connected with the congress. 
The trick assumes various guises, all, 
however, with the stripe of a common 
origin. One, for instance, reads: 

It is somewhat the habit of Southern writ- 
ers to slop over when they come to discuss 
the material wealti and later development 
of the Southern country. * * * Without 
any slopping over or overstimulated enthusi- 
asm, the cold figures as submitted to the 
meeting are sufficient in themselves. 

That is an editorial handling of the 
syndicated stuff which in other papers 
took this form: 

It is customary for Southern writers to 
slop over when they discuss the material 





wealth as well as the development of the 
Southern country. I shall try not to do this 
as I set down some of the figures which 
were collated by the Congress, but I am sure 
the Southern reader, or the Northern or 
Western as well, will, on reading the figures, 
feel that I have exercised a remarkable de- 
gree of self-restraint. 

The Southern reader, as well as the 
Northern or the Western reader, who

The Southern Industrial Association, 
which Philadelphians of 1901 remem- 
ber in sorrow at the thought of the 
cash raised to entertain thousands of 
Southern “delegates.” 

The Southern Industrial Parliament, 
over which some Washingtonians per- 
mitted themselves to become entbhusi- 
astic in 1904, until they discovered who 
was working them and the South. 

The Southern Immigration Associa- 
tion, born at Nashville a little later. 

The Southern Commercial Congress 
of 1908. 

While appreciating heartily the earn- 
est intent of some representative South- 
erners who have been mistaken in be- 
lieving that such organizations might 
benefit the South, the MANUFACTURERS’ 
Recorp, which has made a close study 
of such movements for over 20 years, 
is convinced of their utter futility. It 
desires to reiterate its position, in spite 
of underhand methods which have come 
to its knowledge, resorted to by inter- 
ested parties to misrepresent its po- 
sition. These chimerical schemes have 
been coming to the front regularly every 
year or two for 20 years or more. At 
times they have numbered among their 
temporary supporters some of the very 
best men in the South, but they carry 
within themselves the seeds of death. 
It is surprising how people who have 
followed the history of all such schemes 
in the past can ever be misled more 
than once.

WHERE MEN DIFFER. 

In a recent issue of the MANUFACTUR- 
ers’ Recorp Mr. Hugh Carney of At- 
lanta, Texas, discussed with vigor and 
interest certain phases of business con- 
ditions. Some of his views are radi- 
eally contrary to those of the MANUFAC- 
TURERS’ Recorp, but we welcome such 
discussions, for out of them may come 
a discovery of the truth. Mr. Carney 
in closing his letter said: 





While we may disagree on many important 
issues, we recognize the fact that you are a 





power for good to the South in many ways, 
and will continue to agree or disagree with 
you, giving and taking the same privilege, 
and still be your friend. 

That is the spirit in which the Manv- 
FACTURERS’ Recorp takes up some of the 
points in Mr. Carney’s letter. 

Mr. Carney thinks that the greatest 
factor in the prosperity of the South 
would be an advance in the price of cot- 
ton to about 11 er 12 cents. With that 
the MANUFACTURERS’ Recorp fully 
agrees. We would not only like to see 
cotton at all times command such a 
price, but we would like to see the utili- 
zation by the planters of the South of 
every improvement which can be de- 
vised for lessening the cost of produc- 
tion, the cost of ginning, baling and the 
handling of cotton. Even at 11 or 12 
cents a pound, the net profit to the 
farmer would not be near so great as 
it ought to be if better methods of han- 
dling and marketing were in general 
use. 

Mr. Carney believes that much of our 
financial trouble a year ago was due to 
an abuse of confidence by “bank sharp- 
in the East. He believes that the 
panic of last year was due to that, and 


,

on this says: 

It is an insult to the intelligence of our 
financiers and students of economics that 
our entire banking system is entirely depend- 
ent upon the whim and pleasure of a small 
crowd of bankers in New York city. 

The MANvuFactuRERS’ Recorp fully 
agrees with this last statement, though 
it does not believe that the panic was 
brought about by any effort on the part 
of Eastern bankers. On the contrary, 
it believes that Eastern bankers strug- 
gled to avert the situation. It does be- 
lieve, however, that our present finan- 
cial system is a disgrace to our Govern- 
ment, and that instead of passing laws 
that will increase the power of New 
York over the banking interests of the 
country, Congress should, for the gen- 
eral good of the country, repeal stat- 
utes that have tended to increase arti- 
ficially the power of New York as a 
financial center, with its present domi- 
nating influence over the country. 

Mr. Carney, referring to the failure 
of Eastern banks during the panic to 
pay money due to Southern banks, says: 

Until the West and South can be assured 
that when they deposit their money they can 
get it on demand, then, and not until then, 
will confidence be restored. 

If Mr. Carney were correct in this 
statement the whole business system of 
the world would have to be radically 
changed, and all business would have to 
be done on a strictly cash basis, instead 
of on a check or credit system. He over- 
looks, as many writers on this subject 
always do, the fact that with deposits 
in national banks, for instance, $5,700,- 
000,000, the total actual cash in the na- 
tional banks of the country is about 
$1,600,000,000. By no human power yet 
discovered can $1,000,000,000 of actual 
cash be suddenly transformed into 
$5,000,000,000 of actual cash. A bank 
in Texas may have $1,000,000 credited 
to its customers, but will rarely, if ever, 
have mere than $250,000 of that in ac- 
tual cash. No bank in this country or 
in Europe could undertake to pay every 
depositor in cash on a moment’s notice. 
New York banks did not, as Mr. Carney 
says, promptly send to Texas banks the 
money which they had deposited in New 
York. Asa matter of fact, however, the 
Texas banks had deposited compara- 
tively little actual cash money. They 
deposited checks. But when the pres- 
sure came from their depositors they 
wanted the cash. New York banks were 
no more able to pay in cash $5 with $1 
of cash in hand than were the Texas 





banks able to pay in cash the full 
amount of their deposits. The thing js 
simply a physical impossibility. No 
guarantee of bank deposits would make 
that possible. If a Texas bank with 
deposits of $1,000,000 and with $250,000 
to $300,000 of actual cash in hand is 
called upon to pay its depositors in full 
it must either get help from other banks 
or suspend payment. What is true of 
an individual bank in Texas or else. 
where is true of the whole banking sys- 
tem. At no time could it pay in full in 
eash even one-fourth of the aggregate 
deposits. This is so well understood 
that no one familiar with banking con- 
ditions ever questions it. 

Mr. Carney thinks that the individual 
States will take up the guarantee of 
bank deposits. This may be true. But 
individual States have made many a 
serious blunder before today, and doubt- 
less they will make many others. As 
the MANUFACTURERS’ ReEcorp has repeat- 
edly said, it believes the demand in one 
political platform for a guarantee of 
bank deposits was on a par with the de- 
mand in the other platform for a postal 
savings bank system—both alike danger- 
ous to the country, and both unworthy 
of the platforms of great political par- 
ties.

THE QUEST FOR A GULF OUTLET. 

The purchase of the Colorado & 
Southern lines by the Hill interests is 
another evidence of the desire existing 
among the big railroad men of the West 
to get lines through to the South in or- 
der to -participate in the trade of this 
section, and also to secure tidewater 
terminals on the Gulf of Mexico. In 
connection with the sale of the Colorado 
& Southern, Mr. Frank Trumbull, presi- 
dent of that line, is credited with saying 
incidentally that the growth of Texas, 
through which a large portion of its 
lines run, “is simply well begun.” This 
is a fair sample of thought existing 
about the South among the railroad 
magnates, and when one considers the 
vast possibilities of Texas, as well as 
of other portions of the Western South, 
upon which attention is directed, Presi- 
dent Trumbull’s remark is putting it 
mildly, although comprehensively. 

Upon the heels of the Colorado & 
Southern announcement comes a report 
that the Chicago, Milwaukee & St. Paul 
Railway may purchase the Missouri, 
Kansas & Texas, with which it connects 
Such a combination 


at Kansas City. 
would make possible the establishment 
of a line under one control from the 
Gulf to the Pacific Coast through the 
Northwest, somewhat siimlar to that 
which is formed by the Colorado & 
Southern, the Burlington and the other 
Hill roads. Some construction would 
be necessary through the western part 
of Missouri and Iowa in order to con- 
nect up for such a through route, but 
not very much. It is, however, reported 
from New York that control of the Mis- 
souri, Kansas & Texas might be diffi- 
cult to attain, as the stock is much 
scattered. There is, however, possibly 
another disposition 
made of this road, namely, the securing 
of its control by the Harriman inter- 
ests to furnish a north and south con- 
nection between the Union Pacific and 
Southern Pacific through Kansas, Okla- 
homa and Texas. 

Undoubtedly we may expect other 
changes in the railroad map with re- 
spect to Gulf connections for Western 
lines within the next year or two. The 
growth of the South is proceeding with 
such rapidity and the improvement of 
port facilities is so constant that the 
inducements offered for other lines to 


which might be 
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reach the Gulf are too great to be ig- 
nored, Other deals similar to that of 
the Colorado & Southern may be confi- 
dently expected.

CHARLES M. SCHWAB ON IRON- 
MAKING IN THE SOUTH. 


Mr. Charles M. Schwab, president of 
the Bethlehem Steel Co., in his testi- 
mony before the House ways and means 
committee on the tariff, said: 

I make this prediction: That in five years 
from now there will not be a single Bessemer 
converting works for making steel in the 
United States. That means that every man 
who has large money invested in Bessemer 
works for making steel rails will have to 
throw it away as useless and of no value 
before five years. The change is rapidly tak- 
ing place now. If you will look at statistics 
you will see that all the steel rails are going 
to be open hearth. Bessemer will be of no 


use. The result is, all these changes will 


have to be made at tremendous cost. The 
same is true of structural steel. The new 


mills which I have built at Bethlehem have 
made a radical change in the character of 
structural steel, 30 that most of the struc- 
tural-steel plants of the United States will 
have to be changed within the next five 
And that has been the history of the 


years 
steel business since I have been connected 
with it. 

This striking prediction, somewhat 


startling, probably, to the general pub- 
lie, but which the steel trade has in part 
foreseen, means great things for the 
South. This section is the inheritor of 
this remarkable situation. In the days 
when Bessemer steel controlled the steel- 
making interests of the world, this sec- 
tion was at a great disadvantage, since 
not suitable for 
Bessemer steel. For many years, and 
long before there was any steel plant 
in the South, the MANUFACTURERS’ REc- 
orp proclaimed the coming of the time

To many this may have seemed some- 
what visionary, but Mr. Hewitt’s abil- 
ity as a forecaster of events in the met- 
allurgical world and his great abilities 
as an ironmaster carried conviction to 
those who carefully studied the situa- 
tion. They had faith the change would 
come, but they did not realize how rap- 
idly it would take place. 

The prediction of Mr. Schwab that 
the Bessemer plants must all be wiped 
out in five years, and that changes in 
architectural iron-making will result in 
an equally radical change in architec- 
tural iron plants, even if it be possible 
that the statement little 
strong, due to Mr. Schwab's optimism, 
is fraught with tremendous importance 
to the South.

~NEW RAILROADS BUILT THIS YEAR. 


Construction in the South Shows a Large De- 


cline, 

1909 

The annual review of railroad construc- 
tion in the South, which the MANUFACTUR- 
ers’ Recorp regularly publishes at this 
senson, shows that this year there were 
built little more than half as much rail- 
road as was built last year in this section. 
The total

In the South proper—that is, leaving out 
Missouri and Oklahoma—there were 1682 
miles built in 1908; last year it was 2987 
miles. These figures are brought up to De- 
cember 31. This is the lowest record of 
new construction in the South for many 
years, but the prospect for next year is 
that 3256 miles will be constructed, al- 
though this may he exceeded if more en- 
couragement is given to the building of 
railroads, as the general improvement in 
business is such that, with prospects of 
fair treatment, promoters of railroad ex- 
tensions will be able to command capital 
for their enterprises. 

Of course, the attacks upon railroads 
and effects of the panic were mainly re- 
sponsible for the heavy falling off in rail- 
road building, although the uncertainty of 
the political campaign prolonged the 
period of doubt, so that there were really 
three factors which deterred investment in 
new railroad plans and which prevented 
old companies from branching out. In- 
deed, the amount of construction by the 
big railroad corporations was extraordi- 
narily small, as will be seen by reference 
to the detailed statement of what has been 
accomplished. Several of them reported 
no building at al!, while those which did 
anything accomplished nothing more than 
the fulfillment or partial fulfillment of 
work already undertaken. 

The Atlantic Coast Line, the Central of 
Georgia, the Kansas City Southern, the 
Mobile & Ohio, the St. Louis Southwest- 
ern and the Texas & Pacific railroads, for 
instance, reported absolutely nothing done 
during 1908 and nothing in prospect for 
1909. The Seaboard Air Line, the Mis- 
souri Pacific, the Chesapeake & Ohio and 
the Nashville, Chattanooga & St. 
railways reported only a mile or two built 


Louis 
at various points. On the [Raltimore & 
Ohio also there was practically nothing 
done. Many

Notwithstanding the depression, work 
was vigorously prosecuted on such new 
enterprises as were financed before the 
panic, like the Virginian Railway, the 
Carolina, Clinchfield & Ohio, the Florida 
East Coast extension, the Atlanta, Bir- 
mingham & Atlantic, the Georgia & Flor- 
ida, the Kansas City, Mexico & Orient and 
the Missouri & North Arkansas railroads. 
The latter, the Atlanta, Birmingham & At- 
lantie and the Virginian were practically 
completed by the work done this year. The 
Virginia Air Line, a new connecting road 
in Virginia, 30 miles long, was also fin- 
ished. The Texas Traction Co., a new 
electric railway, and the longest of its 
kind in the South, was completed from 
Dallas to Sherman, Texas, 63 miles. The 
Carolina, Clinchfield & Ohio, the Georgia 
& Florida and the Kansas City, Mexico & 
Orient Railway all have considerable work 
in prospect for next year. 

The greatest amount of construction ac- 
complished in any one State was in Texas, 
where practically 340 miles were built. 
Arkansas came next, with 213 miles; Vir-

The prospect for 1909 indicates that 958 
miles will be built in Texas, 278 in Arkan- 
sas, 273 in Alabama, 247 in Florida, 229 
in West Virginia, 223 in South Carolina, 
216 in Georgia, 175 in Oklahoma, 125 in 
Tennessee, 111 in Louisiana, 111 in Ken 
tucky and 107 in North Carolina. 

As usual, in preparing its review the 
MANUFACTURERS’ RECORD made a canvass 
of all the railroad companies in the sec- 
tion covered, and most of the figures pre- 
sented were furnished by the courtesy of 
railroad officials. To complete and round 
out these statistics other data which was 
collected during the year (much of it also 
being official) was used, but in preparing 
the table of construction only new main 
track was considered, no note being made 
of second track or sidings.

CHATTANOOGA BUILDING. 


Business in Architects’ Offices Ex- 
pected to Be Active.

Chattanooga, Tenn., December 19. 
The Noll Construction Co., whose office 
is at No. 8 East 6th street in this city, has 
done a large part of the street and sewer 
work carried on by the city.

000. It was understood that this would 
not complete it, but the work was com- 
menced. Since that time the amount ap- 
propriated has been increased, and the 
contract now calls for $55,000. The sewer 
is built of brick, being egg-shaped. The 
size from the mouth to 4th street is 65x 
9414 inches. There is a gradual decrease 
in size until 9th street is reached, but it 
remains very large at that point. This 
sewer is very deep in the ground. At 4th 
street it is 27 feet under ground. It is 2 
feet under ground at 5th street, and 15 
feet at 9th street. 

The excavation has been carried on by 4 
cableway.

The Singer Building. 

The significance of the latest completed 
addition to the lefty structures of New 
York city is emphasized by the artistic 
volume, “History of the Singer Building 
Construction,” edited by O. F. Semsch, 
chief engineer. This is a thorough descrip- 


tion of the building from foundation 
caissons to flagpole, dealing in attractive 
detail, fully illustrated by half-tone en 
gravings, with the architectural concep 
tion, structural and ornamental iron and 
steel, masonry, architectural terra-cotta, 
work, cement and 


exterior sheet-metal 


concrete work, glazing, elevator equip- 
ment, ornamental bronze and marble work, 
tile work, plumbing, heating and lighting, 
plastering, painting and decorating, hard- 
ware, office furniture, electric clock sys- 
tem, mechanical plant, safe deposit 
vaults, ete., the material for the work 
having been furnished authoritatively by 
the architect, the engineers and the con 
tractors. The building, with its tower, 
rising 612 feet from the ground, was com 
pleted one year and eight months after the 
start, there being often more than 1200 
men employed daily on it. The greatness 
of the construction feat is suggested in the 
fact that 640 years were spent in building 
the Cologne Cathedral, the twin towers of 
which rise to a height of 96 feet less than 
that of the Singer Building, and that 100,- 
000 men were employed for 30 years in 
building the pyramid of Cheops, which 
rises to a height of 127 feet less. 

The total weight of the building is 165, 
000,000 pounds, carried by 54 steel col- 
umns, and this weight is carried down to 
rock, at an average depth of about 90 feet 
below the curb, by 30 caissons. In build

Minerals and Agriculture. 

The forthcoming volume of “Mineral 
Resources of the United States,” published 
by the United States Geological Survey, 
will show a remarkable increase in the 
value of the mineral production of the 
country since the beginning of the new 
century. This increase includes all of the 
principal mineral products, representing 
an annual output of over $2,000,000,000, 
an advance of more than 100 per cent. in 
less than 10 years. 

Commenting on this phenomenal in- 
crease, George Otis Smith, the director of 
the survey, stated it as being yet the more 
impressive when compared with the recent 
optimistic statement of the Secretary of 
Agriculture to the effect that, taking 100 
as the basis for the value of the farm prod- 
ucts of 1899, those of 1907 had increased 
to 159 and those of 1908 to 165. The fig- 
ures for the mineral production of 1908 
are not yet available, but assuming the 
value of the product of 1899 to be 100, as 
in the ease of agriculture, that of the 1907 
mineral product was 204, or more than 
double. 

The following table shows the relative 
growth of the values of farm and mineral 
products in the United States since 1899:

With both the products of agriculture 
and the mines advancing at this rate, it 
would seem that the country as a whole 
has little to fear from occasional slight 
business depressions. While these have

show such great material development.
